This attitude, which found 
favour in the eyes of our fathers, is, he maintains, the only hones! ind 
cousistent one for our generation, He deprecates the easy indulgence with 
Which to-day we condone aets of desertion, and smilingly exchange civ ililies 
with the deserters, But L submit that there is another, and, perhaps, a more 
religious position, which we nay adopt on the lines of self-defence. 

When a brother or a sister leaves our ranks is it seemly for us mere’y & 
ilulge in angry vituperation? Should we not rather see how far we oll! 
selves are responsible for the lapse which we lament? Even as a mother 
while grieving over her erring child, becomes conscious of her own shor’ 
comings Which made his sin possible, so ought we to examine the spiritual 
condition of our brotherhood and discover where its vitality is insuflicien| 
Our fathers were able to flourish a high hand in the faces of their deserte™ 
because they could shelter themselves behind an unassailable strong! 
They were protected by their absolute devotion to the claims of rac! 
purity. It was this same devotion which made it possible for them 
rejoice Whenever a matrimonial alliance was effected between two Hebre’> 
even though the repulsive materialism of the contracting pore 
might mock the name of Religion. lu these matters our point of vie has 
Changed. Almost in spite of ourselves, emancipation, Anglicisaliot ani 
education have affected our lives; we no longer feel that our spe 
are bound by the chains of raee. Your correspondent asks why we «re hol 
irrecoucilably angry with the brother who, being drawn to another soul by 
the highest conception of human love and of the essentials in religio! 
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refuses to sacrifice the happiness of two lives merely because his beloved 
receives her inspiration from the Common Souree by non-Israelitish 
channel. In reply we must with shame acknowledge that. since we 
have been too idle and too indifferent to properly formulate our elaims 
in the cause of religion, our apathy is the deserter’s justification, 


If we had revealed in our lives our consciousness of Judaism 


and our joyous acknowledgment of the charge which our Father 
has laid upon us as His witnesses—then the noble souls. those 
whom we cannot afford to lose, would have been ready to make the sacrifice 
which we would that they had made. 

Let your correspondent then cease his anathemas and jon hands with 
those who would reconstruct the fabric of our faith and endow it 
with the gift of immort lity.

OUR GREATEST NEED. 

Sin, —The Rev. J. Stern, in il letter to this week's Jewish Chivoniele, 
invites the co-operation of the ministers in approaching the .Beth Din 
concerning the harrowing effects of the long postponed NShivu, as to 
which, as Mr. Stern is aware, I fully share his frankly expressed opinions. 1 
am sorry, however, that [ cannot respond to his invitation, and will, with 
your permission, explain my reasons—I trust at not too great length con- 
sidering the importance of the issues involved. 

If this particnlar anackronism to which: Mr. Stern refers were the onl 
one of its kind, or almost the only one, L might think it worth while for a 
ininister, deeply in earnest, to make an effort to remedy what could be se 
easily adjusted. If, at the same time, the. Beth Din was an institution so 
constituted, so fitted and so disposed as to be able to deal with pressing 
religious problems, [ should be glad to approach it and plead before 
it. But, to the most superficial observer of the trend of . Jewish 
thought and feeling, the question raised by Mr. Stern is) so positively 
trivial compared with the great problems unsolved and even unapproached 
that TI refuse to exaggerate it into undue importance. Moreover, the 
ecclesiastical machinery of the community is so absolutely inadequate. to 
deal with the great questions which*press upon the conscience of carnest 
aml thoughtful Jews, that | take this opportunity of appealing to the com- 
monsense of a great community like ours, and | ask is it not time that we 
recognised the upheaval of Jewish thought, and set up an institution of 
suflicient character and strength to save Judaism for the Jew and the Jew 
for Judaism ? 

From time to time, as long as | can remember, there have been appeals 
of this kind in the Jewish Chronicle, but. their fate has ever been the same, 
They have either been promptly ignored, or a fittal correspondence has 
lickered for a week or two in vain or they have been met by a torrent of 
personal vituperation, to which your columns have been far too hospitable 
especially in the case of public servants like myself—-until the writers have 
heen abused, or discouraged, or disgusted into silence. But the pressing 
communal needs have lost. nothing in intensity, and once more, the 
possible anonymous and other angry writers notwithstanding, I write in the 
hope that men of equal earnestness as myself, with perhaps more oppor- 
tunity and, certainly, more ability, will) join in) one’ more attempt 
to call into existence a representative congress of Jewish thinkers which 
shall recognise graver religious questions than the prolongation of a Shiva, 
and ereate an abler vehicle of their sound and safe solution than is provided 
ly the Beth Din. Your recent issues have given ample reports of 
the many services on the Day of Atonement, with the many pulpit exhor- 
tations of varying eloquence and sagacity, but you cannot reportany promise 
of an approach to permanency in Yom Kippur reflections except in the one 
instance of the miserable and degrading advertisement of an East End 
Chevra, that the members are going to pray all the year for the honour of 
another visit from Lord Rothschild and Mr. Herman Landau. 

The cruel fact remains that year after year the marvellous Yom hippur 
demonstrations of devotion prove to the full of how much Jews are capable, 
while nothing is done to move the mighty machinery of Jewish possibilty in 
the direction of more loyalty to the faith, more dignity in its profession, 
more reality in sentiment, more attraction to worship, more recognition of 
the causes which. rightly or wrongly, keep so many of the best minds and 
best hearts estranged from the best and highest in Judaism. Conservatism 
is the safeguard of everything valuable, and no one in his senses would 
advoeate a radical plunge in the interests of the future which ignores, or 
ecven treats ever so slightly, what has been of value to us in the past. But 
radical change is one thing and wise adjustment is another. 

Surely after clinging, with unflinching resentment of alteration, to 
observances which met the needs of hundreds of years ago and which we have 
to a large extent outgrown, after retaining practically unaltered forms of 
service to which numbers are not attracted at all, with which numbers who 
attend it are not satisfied, and which is painfully and obviously inadegyuate for 
numbers whom we would wish to keep wtthin the fold within the next twenty 
or thirty years, it is time that we took counsel together, separated the 
essential from the non-essential, measured that which satisfies against that 
which is inadequate, determined that which is cardinal and immortal, stretched 
everything else as fully, as widely, and as wisely as possible to meet 
the inevitable consequences of growth, of culture, and of change in 


envifonment and of opportunity. My object is not to enter a= special 


plea for this or that especial change or adjustment. It is no detail 
which troubles me as it does my excellent friend, Mr. Stern. My 
anxiety is to stop if possible the drifting away of the men and women, the 


dlecay from rust and nevleet of so many things that onee had life, ancl the 
formation, in place ot the present apathy ana ineptitude, as] a great 
Jewish institution which shall draw to it the best minds and hearts of the 
Jewish commuuity, and vive us more justification than at present Wwe eu 
lay claim to for our old proud title of a great, a wise and an underst tnddine 
people. See what happens in other denominations than ours. Evers 
religious body in England. except our own, has its annual congress or cor 
ference, or its creat standing Congregational Union, where problems no! 
hearly so great as ours and needs not nearly so pressing receive the com- 
bined thought of the createst minds and the most respected figure heads 
in the denomination.

There is no restrictive levislation 
against their brethren anywhere, to harrass them with anxik ants 
understanding afleets them in reference to nationality and patriotism, neo 
great political movement is growing up in their midst to create complica 
tions, to deal with which there is rewpuired the highest “itt of watelful 
Statesmanship. Yet these people with a century and a-half of history, meet 
once a year in a different part of England, continually spreading the interest 
and carefully adjusting the needs of every vear, while, once every ten 
Voars, they one together from all parts of the world, men of different 
schools of thought, of different nationalities, of different race, and even of 
different colour. so that the take counsel together, so that they 
Strengthen what is weak. and make permanent What Is strong. 

We Pews., with our thousands of years behind us, and with doubt and 
difliculty before ts, with otal provision for Thee W circumstances. ana 
with no provision at all for many others, do absolutely nothing whatever 
and, if must be honestly confessed, deserve all the consequent punishment 
Which must inevitably await us. Once more, then, LT appeal for syinpathy 
and support towards the solution of the grave Jewish diliculties admidst 
which the prolongation of the Shiva Is an trifle. mention 
detail, itis not worth while. Our pressing need is that for the sake of all 
that is worth keeping in Judaism and in Jewry, we shall meet in conference, 
properly organised and permanently established, before the sad words ** too 
late ’’ are written over the best possibilities of such a religion as ours and 
such a people as we might be,

THE HEBREW SCRIPTURES AND ENGLISH LITERATURE, 

Sik,—In your always interesting account of Books and Bookimen 1 
find the announcement that the ** Temple Bible “ will include **in each 
volume afew pages ol reference to such pPassaypes ot Scripture as have 
influenced the classic writers of English Literature-—-Shakespeare, Milton 
Wordsworth, Tennyson, and others.’" The idea, as ** 1. A.” says, is a good 
one, but it is one which it is most ditticult) fully to realise, and which it is 
utterly absurd: to think of realising in a few -very small pages. Ht the 
societies which, in America and Britain, are devoting themselves to Jewish 
subjects, were to take this in hand, something worthy of the theme might be 
done, but the result would be a large work. The influence of the Helrew 
Scriptures on English writers and thinkers has, lam convineed, been very 
great, and in directions which are often little suspected, Let metry to 
illustrate this from my own experience, 

On a Saturday afternoon, more than twenty years ago, | had been for- 
cibly put into an easy chair in my drawing room by my eldest daughter, aged 
nine years. This was done in order that I might listen while she sang 
Tennyson's ** Brook.’’ I had often read this poem before; it is a favourite of 
mine. But as the words of the refrain- 


‘* For men may come and men may go 


But I go on for ever,’ 


fellon my ears, they seemed to strike some indistinct chord of memory ; 
and I cudgelled my brains in order to render this chord more audible. — In 
the meantime, the singing had ceased—I am bound to confess without my 
having noticed this much—and my daughter was shaking me out of my 
reverie by both shoulders. ‘* You naughty papa! Here am I singing for 
you, and you are not listening, but are thinking of political economy or 
something of that sort.”’ | felt that there was much truth in this indict- 
ment; but 1 replied: ‘*l am thinking of your song, dear, though not of 
your singing. There is something in the refrain which Lam convinced | have 
heard or read before; but I cannot remember what it is or where | came 
across it.’’ 

After a few more words, my little one skipped back to the piano; buat 
on the following Saturday she was dead, and I had called to mind the words 
of Qoheleth :— 

OPW? KI WN PAW 


Who can doubt that these words gave the cue to Tennyson both as 
regards the sentiment and the rhythm of his beautiful poem? We know 
that he studied Hebrew, had got as far as to understand ** A Song of the 
Songs about Solomon,’’ and was very interested in Qoheleth. He even thought 
—rash man !—that he had discovered the true pronunciation of 2. Thit 
the inspiration of the ‘‘ Brook’’ came from the fourth verse of Eeclesias 
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seems to me clear enough. But miy we not go farther? Keats has the 
same contrast between the permanence of nature and the fleeting lives of 
** Still glides the stream, and shall for ever glide ; 

The form remains. the function never dies ; 

While we, the brave, the mighty, and the wise 

We men, who in our morn of youth defied 

The elements, must vanish.”’ 

Was this also inspired by Qoheleth? May we go still farther? Was 
Seneca influenced by Hebrew thought when he wrote :—‘* Homines quidem 
pereunt, ipsa humanitas . . permanet,”’ The antithesis here ts not 
between the stability of the world and the transience of human lives, but 
between the mortality of men and the immortality of—not mankind but man- 
hood. lam aware that I here may seem to be going beyond the problem 
I am discussing: but if Seneca, and the Stoies generally, came under the 
influence of the Hebrew Seriptures, then we should have to consider 
whether English literature had not been indirectly influenced by the Hebrew 
Scriptures through them, 

Perhaps Hebraic influence may also be traced in the following verses, 
which I wrote, some years ago, for a funeral anthem, and in which | have 
endeavoured to wo one better’ than Seneca : 

‘* The veil of age o'er all 
Doth thicken fast, 
Till death's benumbing pall 
It proves at lust. 
but, ah! to spirits high, 
What selace gives 
thought that, though men die, 


Mankind still lives.

OFFERINGS IN) SYNAGOGUES. 

Sin.—-l am unwilling to allow Mr. M. A. N.. Lindo’s letter, which 
appeared in your paper last week, to remain unanswered, especially as much 
of what is therein stated is both inaccurate and misleading. 

There may have been of late years a moderate falling-off in the amount 
of offerings since these have not been announced in synagogue. For this 
there are many intelligible reasons, but not, as | believe, for any of the 
reasons adduced by Mr. Lindo. These reasons are not far to seek, 
Primarily among them is the fact that several valued members of the 
Portuguese Congregation, who used to offer the largest amounts, have died, 
Their suecessors have not thought tit to follow the example of their 
generous predecessors in this respect. Secondly, many of the Yehidim 
have removed to the North of London. Their offerings have entirely 
ceased. They aver that they contribute largely towards the support of 
the synagogue which they frequent. This seems quite reasonable. 
Furthermore, there has been of recent years a substantial increase in the 
amount raised by the impost of ** Finta.”" Some Yehidim whose Fintas have 
heen raised consider they bave in this way compensated for not making the 
same offerings as previously. 

Now as regards publicity, I stoutly maintain that the publicity afforded 
by the mode now in use is ten-fold greater than that given under the old 
system. Every year-each Yahid is furnished with a complete list of the 
amount of Finta and offerings contributed by each member, and which can 
be examined at leisure. It is not the case that the offerings of those who 
habitually attend the synagogue services have fallen off. The decline in 
the offerings is mainly owing to the action of those members who either 
never attend or who come at rare intervals only. 

| have before me a list of contributions for the year 1900.) This contains 
ample contirmation of the accuracy of what | have above stated. I have 
always claimed much credit and distinction for, the Sephardim congrega- 
tions in having been the pioneers of abolishing the system of announcing 
offerings in the synagogues. In my own congregation | had worked very 
persistently and energetically to get this done, and was delighted when at 
last I succeeded. 

The old system certainly distracted the attention of the worshippers and 
interfered with the general decorum of the service. To me it seemed to 
partake of a species of vulgarity, and I know it often caused pain to many 
gentlemen who, in better days, had subscribed generously to the funds, and 
who still possessed the will, but unfortunately no longer the means, to 
contribute as formerly. 

I have for nearly sixty years, as was my duty and pleasure, given constant 
and diligent attention to the affairs of the congregation of which I was born 
amember. I have served almost every oflice connected with it and with its 
affiliated societies, and 1 devoutly hope that, for the present at least, no 
alteration will be made in the system relating to offerings which now prevails, 
and which was adopted after some years of full discussion and much serious 
deliberation.

SiR,—One rather important point has been quite overlooked by the writers 
on this subject. Even under the present faulty system it is quite possible ta 
avoid in the synagogue any discussion or allusion as to the amounts the 
congregants may wish to devote to its service, It is the invariable practice 
to send to the seat-holder it-is intended to honour an invitation from the 
Wardens, asking him to reply by a given date if he will be in synagogue on 
the Sabbath or holiday appointed, and also, if he wishes to make an offering 
to state the amount. Many men have not the common courtesy to reply 
to this invitation, though they do attend the synagogue on the part icular 
day, and would be very much put out if they were not called to the ete 

They will not before the service even take the trouble to communicate 

ir intended offering to the Socretary-Minister, with this result, that he 
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is obliged to ask sotto voce, ** What will you offer? Then if the ecom- 
mercial instinct is strongly developed he who has already been honoured 
mumbles the smallest sum which he thinks will pass without putting him 
toshame. This unpleasant interlude could be avoided if a reply in three or 
four words, at the cost of one halfpenny postage, were returned, as it 
should be, to the Secretary. 

1 do not defend the system of announcing offerings in synagogues, 
which is partly a legacy from our forefathers, partly due to the impossi- 
bility of meeting the enormous cost of our present synagogues by any other 
means that will appeal to the liberality of the mass of the members. 

But surely the congregants should not complain when it is solely 
through their own default these questions have to be asked, and perhaps 
be misunderstood.

Each 
one must work out its own salvation in providing a substitute for the 
pernicious Mishebirach system, whether it has to dip into capital of revenue. 
That there is a way out of the difficulty has been demonstrated by those 
congregations which have set their faces against the impropriety of 
public offerings. It surprised me, however, to learn on Mr. Lindo’'s 
authority that some members of his congregation ‘ignore the invitation 
to contribute” unless public announcement is made in the synagogue. 
With them, evidently, the quality of self-aggrandisement is stronger than 
that of self-effacement. - would quote for their benefit a peculiarly 
applicable passage from one of the Haphtaroth DAN’ ON. 

It would be interesting to know in what light our spiritual guides view 


the subject. A pronouncement from the pulpit: would be welcome at this 


juncture; it would help materially in forming a correct judgment of this 
vexed question.

ATONEMENT AND FORGIVENESS, 


Sik,--It has always been with much interest and admiration that Ihave 
followed the philosophical, theological, and exegetical premises and 
inferences of one of our foremost thinkers and writers, Mr. C. G. Monte- 
fiore, although I have in many instances been of another mind, and have 
arrived at contrary conclusions. The more, therefore, am I sorry to state 
this time that as regards his remarks on the subject of Atonement in your 
last week’s issue I am really unable to follow him in the flight of his 
thoughts as a ‘liberal ’’ Jewish thinker, not so much on aceount of its 
being too high for my conception, but rather because it goes in a zigzag, 
and turns off at a right angle from the acknowledged principles of our 
religion, These principles, moreover, have not been first introduced a- 
such by the composers of our liturgy, or by the preachers, as Mr. Montefiore 
seems to imply, but our great Lawgiver expounded them to the 
children’ of Israel in the name of his God, and they permeate 
subsequently all the writings of our Prophets and Psalmists. It is, 
therefore, a case of ‘‘ respect for Aristotle, respect for Plato,’’ and let me 
sincerely add, respect for Montefiore ; but, above all, for Truth, and, in the 
name of the great trath of our religion as understood by the great 
luminaries of Israel through many generations, let me now reply to his 
‘* Retrospective Note.’’ 

I must, in the first instance, explain that the definition of both verbs, 
“to atone” and ** to forgive,’’ has been but partly given by Mr. Montefiore. 
that is, in an incomplete manner, and the defection is still more felt wher 
we take the two corresponding Hebrew words 23D and 9D, which mus! 
have been pre-eminently before his mind. To atone does not only mean 
to be ‘* at one,’’ but it also and principally means to expiate for one’s wrons- 
doing by repentance, restoration and self-improvement. As for the Hebrew 
Piel 153 (Rashi in Gen.—")P to wipe off; loan Casselius, in his Dictionary : 
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De peecato, remisit, condonavit, expiavit) and such a sentence as: “ The 
Lord will atone for you, ete.,"’ it is undoubtedly meant as Forgiveness, 
which latter does not always imply to let off or remit altogether, but also 
to ignore for a time, or to remit the punishment but to a certain extent: 
to mitigate (compare Num. WV ON... ON ODN). 
and Reg. M790* AA V3? propter hane rem ignoseat dominus servo suo), 

The God of the Hebrews in punishing the sinner has a twofold object : 
To purify him from his sins and to compel him to acknowledge Him and obey 
Him—‘* As I live . . . surely with a mighty hand . . . and with fury poured 
out will I reign over you.”’ The more, therefore, the evil-doer acknowledges 
that he was the wicked and the Lord the righteous, and sincerely resolves 
to obey God in the future, the less necessity ther® is in eausing him to 
arrive at such perception with harshness, i.e., punishment 
tion and also total absolution—Forviveness in 
Again, the greater the willingness and readiness to apply 
a remedy to his’ putrifying sore, the less necessity there may 
be for amputation, protracted illness and intense suffering: henee, 
the assertion of our Sages,. that contriteness of spirit in good time saves a 
hundred strokes and is more effective. Thus we can understand the Eternal 
telling Moses, that He was ** removing sin and passing over iniquity,’” i.e., 
the punishment which for the two criveny reasons was to follow ° thus we ony 
appreciate the precious rift of repentanee : thus we ean follow the prophets 
in their exhortations to the people to repent of their wavs and their deeds, 
when God would forgive them both as a nation and individually: thus we 
can read in the Psalms, that ** Thou, © Lord. art good and pardoning ane 
abundant of kindness to all that «all unto Thee.’’ and thus only. have we to 
think of the Day of Atonement. God of Isfael forbid. that all this be set at 
nought by His people in favour of an obsolete exclamation of a mythical 
person. “Tear will be done,’’ is not the Jewish motto, but “Though the 
sharp knife lies upon. man's throat, he shall not desist from imploring his 
ficult merey, for punishment remitted to the of the creature 
ind the satisfaction of the mereiful Creator.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AND JEWS. 


Mr. Adolphus S. Solomons, of Washington, has had a pleasant exchange 
of good wishes with President Roosevelt. Mr. Solomons knew President 
Roosevelt when in New York. 

‘**As an Israelite,’ said Mr. Solomons, told the President that | 
could pledge him the love and lovalty of my people. In response he said 
that if | knew him as he believed # did I knew that what he stood for was 
dealing with a manas a man, and not because he belongs to any religion, 
race or country.”” Mr. Solomons added that he had given evidence of that 
in the most unmistakable manner. 

He proceeded to recall a story of Mr. Roosevelt when he was a police 
commissioner of New York. A foreign agitator named Ahliwaldt, a Jew-baiter 
and Anarchist, arrived in New York for the purpose of attempting to start a 
crusade against Israelites. Cooper Union was rented, and there was every 
evidence that the intention was to inaugurate a riotous demonstration. 
Commissioner Roosevelt sent for the poliee captains of the city, and asked 
each one to detail him, a squad of Hebrew policemen for duty at the meeting.

A special meeting of the Jowish Board of Deputies was held on Monday 
last for the purpose of passing a vote of condolence with the wife of. the 
late President of the United States. There were present: Mr. D. L, 
Alexander, K.C., Viee. President, in the ehair, Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., 
Messrs. Perey M. Castello, M. Castello, 4. de Castro, N. L. Cohen, E.R. 
Harris, H. S. Q. Henriques, Bb. Kirsehbaum, Gabriel Lindo, and I. Weinberg. 

It was unanimously resolved, on the motion of Sir SAMUEL MONTAGU, 
that a letter of condolence from the Jews of the United’ Kingdom should be 
forwarded to Mrs. Mekinfley through the American Ambassador, and that 
a letter should also be sent to the most representative Jewish body in the 
United States, expressive of the intense sympathy of their British 
coreligionists in the calamity that had befallen them in common with the 
American people generally. 

Mr. GABRIEL LINDO said that in drafting the letters the Secretary should 
not hesitate to express in the strongest possible terms the abhorrence with 
which English Jews contemplated the dastardly act of the assassin. 

It was agreed that the Board should act in concert with the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, should that body decide to take similar action in the 
matter, 


Reported Attack on Baron Edouard de Rothschild. 


A Dalziel’s telegram from Paris states that a most unprovoked attack 
was made on Friday last on Baron Edouard de Rothschild, son of Baron and 
Baroness Alphonse, and nephew, therefore, of Lord Rothschild. The attack 
occurred in the afternoon when the Baron was riding in his auto-car in the 
Avenue cde Neuilly. A labourer, engaged in repairing the road, suddenly 
threw a heavy spade under the wheels of the car, shouting at the same 
time, ** Down with the Jews!” Several spokes of the wheel were broken, 
and parts of the machinery put out of gear, bringing the car toa standstill. 
The Baron's driver made an effort to arrest the workman, but was prevented 
by several of the labourer’s fellow-workmen, who drove him back. In the 
meantime, Baron Rothschild was forced to take refuge in a passing cart, 
amidst the jeers of the labourers. , 


We have made inquiries in a high quarter likely to be well informed 
respecting such an occurrence as that described above, and have been told 
that nothing has been heard of the matter, Baron Edouard is not known to 
possess a motor-car.

The Dairy Show. 


COMPETITION AT A JEWISH DAIRY KEEPER'S ESTABLISHMENT. 

One of the items in the programme of the Dairy Show, which is 
nnually held at the Royal Agricultural Hall, is a competition in the milk- 
ug of cows, Great difficulty is experienced in finding good milkers, and as 
in encouragement in this direction, prizes are offered by the Council of the 
Show to milkers, adults and juveniles, who obtain the highest marks for the 
manner of approaching the animal and their style of work, cleanliness and 
clean stripping. The competition in the juvenile class cannot be held at 
\gricultaral Hall; henée, with consideralle publie spirit, Messrs. A. L. 
\lexander and Son have, for some years past, given the use of their spacious 
premises, known as ** The Barns,”’ in Old Church Road, Stepney. Mr. A. L. 
\lexander, who was born in Whitechapel, commenced business on these 
premises in 859, as a dairykeeper, and it is interesting to know 
that an old map of Stepney, dated 1710, preserved in the Town Hall, 
iiulicates the existence then of a cow-yard on the same spot. Since 1859 
the premises have been considerably enlarged, and at the present day there 
ire in the various sheds as many as 110 cows, to all appearances in splendid 
condition, well nurtured and tended. The firm, the only one among Jews 
in London, if not in the country, trading as wholesale dairy-keepers, has 
ilso a farm at Bromley, with forty cows. They are also in business at the 
Islington Cattle Market as Cattle Salesmen, and are Valuers tothe Board ot 
\vriculture, and for twenty years have held the coutract for clearing the litter 
it the Agricultural Hall on the oceasion of the Dairy Shows. A distinctive 
feature of Messrs. Alexander's trade at ** The Barns’’ is that no chemical 
preservativeis used in the milk sold there. It is well known that the large 
quantities of milk sent up from the country cannot be kept fresh unless 
dosed with boracie acid, which is very injurious to the systems 
of invalids and children. The Parns’’ milking performed 
at three in the morning for breakfast supply, and at twelve noon 
for tea supply, so that no preservatives are needed, Thirty vears ago 
Mr. A. L. Alexander had only one Jewish retail customer, a Dutchman, 
living in Tewkesbury Buildings, Whitechapel. He has now more than 
twenty Jewish customers who are milk-sellers. Mr. Alexander, 
who is well known and respected in the town and country trade, 
is on the Council of the British Dairy Farmers’ Association, and was 
for many years a Steward of the Dairy Show, an_ oflice in which he 
has lately been succeeded by his son, George. The competition referred to 
was held on Wednesday, and at its close, the Judge, Stewards and com- 
petitors were very hospitably entertained by Mrs, George Alexander, who 
last year was presented with an address for similar hospitality then shown.

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA.

The Oath ‘** More Judaico.”’ 

The oath More Judaico remains among us in this country as it was in the 
Middle Ages. The Judges impose this oath on us under the strict obser- 
yanee of the absurd formalities presertbed hy at ordinanee of a century 
ago. The oath is taken in the synagogue accompanied by the most frightful 
maledietions, and preceded by the most grotesque formalities, such as cutting 
the nails, plunging into the ritual bath, putting on the kitlel (shroud), 
blowing the Shofar, ete. The Ralbi and a Judye are present. 

On several occasions efforts were made to abolish this form of swearing, 
and to substitute fortt the taking of an oath before a Judge with the hand 
on the Bible, as Christians put their hand on the Cross, but all these attempts 
came to nothing. Certain Judyves who are free from prejudice have 
simplified the oath, but the majority continue to submit Jews to the torture 
ol the old form, especially in Civil Cases if the other party to the aetion 
demands it. Several Judges sincerely believe that the oath is really more 
Judaico, 

Recently, Dr. Nacht, the new Rabbi at Foeschani, who holds modern 
views, refused to assist Jews in taking the oath, and for so acting was fined 
by the Court. He explained the motive for his refusal in a memorandum 
which he sent to the Court and to the Minister of Justice. The matter will 
probably come before the High Court of Cassation. The Minister. Impressed 
by the contents of the memorandum and by the frequent intervention of 
influential Jews in favour of the abolition of this special method of taking 
the oath by Jews, opened an enquiry in order to ascertain the opinion of the 
Judges, and thus to be able to come to a definite decision on the subject. 
It is helieved that he is disposed to order the abolition af the oath more 
Judaico. Orthodox and progressive Rabbis are united in demanding the 
abolition of this degrading form of oath, 

Dr. Nacht has consulted the Chief Rabbis throughout Europe, who 
are all of the same opinion. Some years ago, Dr. Beck, Rabbi at Bucharest, 
made similar enquiries. 


Public Schools and School Taxes. 

This year a tax has been introduced in secondary schools, also for the 
sons of citizens. Jews continue to pay the taxes, which are still heavier. 
previously imposed for sons of strangers. 

As regards fhe admission into secondary schools, Jewish children, who 
are placed lowest on the list in conformity with the law, succeed to but 
«a limited extent in being admitted,. It is the same in commercial schools, 
especially in the superior courses of such schools. Jewish parents are in 
despair, for, if in regard to elementary schools, they find refuge in Jewish 
schools, they experience the utmost difficulty with regara to commerce ial 
~chools ana for in Rownania there are only three ish 
mercial schools with an inferior course of studies, namely, at Bucharest, Jassy 
and Galatz, and only one gymnasium (at Bucharest), Through lack of means 
these Jewish institutions are obliged to demand comparatively high fees, 
As. to public technical schools, not a single Jew can penetrate into them, and 
there is but one Jewish technieal sehool, 

Our coreligionists abroad should make it their duty to give eflective 
support to the Jewish secondary schools, for although few tn number thev 
meet a much-felt want, for pupils who leave elementary schools where they 
have done brilliant work. 

In Bucharest the popular schools are insuflicient., For the first class, 
triple the number of pupils, boys and girls, presented themselves for admis- 
sion... For many the school fees are a bar to the acquisition of the most 
elementary knowledge, and as the misery is enormous and is continually 
crowing, parents often find it very diflicult to make the necessary sacrifices 
for their children. 


The Case of the Abducted Girl. 

The case of the girl Estera who was abducted by Bohemians ten years 
ago, When nine years old, has come before the Court at Dorohoiu, whieh 
found that the ease was obscure, and ordered that the gipsy who had 
abducted her should be set at liberty, and that the girl should be confided 
to her ** presumptive ”’ parents (the Bohemians). The Procureur proved 
himself a thorough anti-Semite, for he said that he believed the entire affair 
had been invented by Jews who by their nature are fond of intrigues and 
scandals. Chacham Schechter, Estera’s father, appealed, but the Judges 
at Jassv decided that he must first have his parental rights established 
by a Civil Court. The Court of Appeal ordered the Bohemian to be 
discharged and the girl to be placed in the interim in charge of the Schechter 
family, 

The ease has created an immense sensation among the Jews who are 
impatiently awaiting the judgment of the Civil Court. The girl bears it 
striking likeness to one of her sisters and her father; she has acquired 
neither the corrupt pronunciation of the Behemians nor their habits. ‘She 
regards herself as a Jewess and wishes to remain with her Jewish relatives. 
Schechter is a poor man with a large family. Since Estera has been found 
there have been several abductions of children ~Christian and Jewish—by 
gipsies, 


Anti- Semitic Excesses. 

At Jassy bands of Roumanian ‘ Hooligans ‘make a practice of throwing 
stones at Jews: in quiet streets ; Jewish children who go to bathe in the 
Balnui (the rivulet at Jassy) were alse molested, One day a gang ol boys 
threw water taken from a ditch on a number of Jews who were returning 


from the railway station, where they had taken farewell of a group of emi 
grants. Noone interferes to put an end tothese savage acts.

Soldiers. hefore the readers of the Jewish Chronicle a remarkable 
series of photographs. We have already given por 
traits of many English Jews on service at the Front in South Africa. We 
now give presentments of an English, an American, a German, a French 
and a Russian Jew who have served in their respective national contingents 
in China. The old reproach of the lack of military patriotic spirit on the 
part of the Jew has, let us hope, been laid at rest for ever. It never had 
any foundation in fact, not even in Russia, nor vet in Roumania where the 


Jewish soldier is denied the right of citizenship, and is classed as an“ alicn, 


although bearing his due share in the military service of the country. The 


numbers given by our informant of the Jews serving in the Russian cot- 
tingent in China probably includes those assisting to Russianise Manchuria. 
Still it is a large total, 5,000, whatever the actual proportion Jews hear ' 
the aggregate number of Russian soldiers. The facet that the military 
authorities allowed the Jewish soldiers to assemble for worship, and to make 
special arrangements for making unleavened bread for the observance el 
Passover, indicates conclusively that the number must have been huge in 
the particular brigade in which Private M,. Spira served.

Unlike Trades Unions (which, however. are 
Societies. also. slowly becoming more numerous among wus) 
Friendly Societies have always appealed. strongly to our 

community. Oue Hebrew Society originated as far back as the 


year 1797; and Jewish thriftiness and anxiety to provide against 
future days of stress have ever gathered force and strength sinee 
that time, At all events many Friendly Societies a number of 
whieh are known as Tontine and Divisional Societies -have sprung up in the 
Kast End, in the Jewish colony in Soho, and among the Jewries of the 
Provinces. The Toutine system is strictly adhered to by searcely any of 
the societies that use that term in their tithes; the division of so-ealled 
‘surplus money ts mostly timed to enable the members — to 
meet the extra domestic expenditure at Passover and: New Year. 
If there is one thing more characteristic of the race than the 
intensely religious antl philanthropic names of these bodies, it cis their 
intimate connection with the Tbouses of Worship. Quite a number of sick 
clubs are attached to the humble litthe Chevrahs in the East End—thus 


setting the wealthier Jews an.example of how to convert the synagogue into 


a centre of social effort. The Registrar-Genéral of Friendly Societies, who 


should certainly bean authority on the subject, passes on these Jewish 


organisations the judgment very good.” But important 
to remember that many of these societies are composed — almost 
entirely of foreign Jews, or alien immigrants. Men whose efforts at. self- 
maintenance and determination to rely upon themselves in the hour of need 
receive such official praise ean hardly be deseribed as pernicious clements 
in a State, or rubbish shot. or dumped down on these shores.

The that there exist in the United Kingdom at least 270 
Possibilities of organisations which carry on thrift) and provident 
the Societies. work, in one form or another, deserve the closest 
attention of the community. How the Jewish Friendly 

Societies—-the majority being registered under the Acts —could best ¢o- 
operate with one another, in their mutual interest, is a question which must 
be left for them to answer. That co-operation would be of advantage 
to them is beyond question; both — the organisations and the 
individual members would benefit from it. But in the larger sphere of 
Communal interest these societies are not without value. The Zionists 
have already perceived the fact, and are seizing Opportunities to turn the 
organisations to the advantage of the movement ; in the general communal 
life they could also be utilised especially to further edueational and 
religious work. The Benefit Societies represent with the exception of the 
Synagogues—the largest body of self-supporting Jews in the United 
Kingdom, and the officials of — the societies are closer touch 
with their members than the average minister with the individual 
members of his congregation. Here, then, is a large tield dor good 
work, and the wachinery is ready to the hand of any capable organiser who 
is at once able to devise a scheme which shall do general good and leave 
the societies themselves untrammeled by the ollicialdom of concentrated 
effort; for the societies are as strong in their sense of independence as the 


individual members who compose them.

months in the year allows all too small a period for the study of Hebrow. 
Stoke Newington, and probably alsodMalston and Hammersmith, are exceptions 
that prove the rule, At these classes, and there may, be one or two others, the 
sucred lanyvuage receives mleguate attention, At the Stoke Newington Classes 
Mr. Ish-Kishor has achieved remarkable results, many of his pupils being 
able not only to read and translate Hebrew, but also to speak it. But the 
average pupil of the average congregational Class carries away with him on 
leaving such a small modicum of knowledge that it is forgotten almost sooner 
than it has been acquired. The result is seen in the growing ignorance of 
Hebrew in the Jewish community. The number of people who can even 
read it with tolerable fluency is surprisingly small, and the number of those 
who can understand what they are reading is smaller still, and constantly 
declining. Hence modern congregations tend more and more to be composed 
of persons who sit as silent spectators without taking active part in 
the service, [t is litthe wonder that in these circumstances there is an outery 
for more English to be introduced into the service. From the point of view 
of those Who are ignorant of Hebrew the demand is a perfectly natural 
one and even justifiable. Indeed, there are only two alternatives to choose 
from. Kither the rising generation must be taught Hebrew, and taught it 
well, or the greater part of the service of the synagogue will have to be 
rendered in English. But to neglect the study of our ancient language 
and at the same time to tnsist on the retention of the Hebrew ritual is 
an inconsisteney that must be fraught with disastrous consequences, lt 
can only have the effect of alienating the rising generation from the 
synagogue altogether. Therefore, as the trustees of future congregations, 
the Managers of our Religion Classes must strain every nerve to ensure 
that the teaching of the Sacred Tongue shall be placed on a sound footing, 
No pupil should pass through such Classes without knowing to read and 
translate his Prayer Book, anil at least one or two hooks of the Hlebrew 


Bible.

interview with the Registrar-General. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT, 


The large representation of Jewish Friendly Societies at the Old Age 
Pension Conference. referred ta in the Jewish Chronicle last week, 
(writes a correspondent} to mquire as to the extent to which such Societies 
have sprung up in the com unity. During the last few vears they have 
undoubtedly increased in number. Independent Societies have blossamed 
out ‘nto Order with the usta Courts: Tontine Soe ies, Societies 
whieh. after meeting the ordinary out-goings and laying aside a reserve fund, 
divide the surplus every voar, have multiplied remarkably. One of these 
Societies has even attained, Hnless iken, Inhership of close 
nponathousand. The Registrar-General of Friend|y Societies (Mr. Bralbrook) 
Whom PT questi: ned upon this subject, admitted that there had beena very con- 


snlerable merense ol hy SociemMes among the Jewish oni 


in London. but in the Provinees., ** Not.” he said, ** that the tendeney is a 
vew one. Here is a book now.” he resumed, ** from whieh gather that what

The Jewish SOclecies, continued the Registrar are very 
interesting to me. Many of them are the creations of the foreign Jews 
resident in this country, jadging from the names of their members ; though, 


of course, Lam well aware that many who have long resided here, or are 
Knglish born, bear foreign names.”’ 

‘**In making provision for eraloor headstone laying, it is curious to 
io note the deeper pers ‘Tes! displayed the Societies, They 
do not, like the Christian organisations, merely pay down a lump sum, but 
enter closer det vil, the name of the dead man’s Society often firuring 
his tombstone. The Jewish Friendly Societies differ, indeed, in another 
respect from. those fo be found among the Gentiles, viz., in the payments 
ullowed to be made dur hie what is called the period ob contimed mourning 
(i.e., the Shiva). This, by the way, was specially provided for under Section 
S of the Friendly Sovieties’ Act of 1896, the particular words relating to the 
Hebrew Societies being; ** Or as respects persons of the Jewish persuasion 
for the payment. of a sum of money during the period of contined 

“ Then, again, a good many of the Hebrew organisations are eonnected 
with the SVnapogic., Their registered offices are at the house of worship, 
and there are sVhaporue thaintenanee funds in Connection with the Socicties, 
though of course distinet from the Society funds proper.’ 

In confirmation of the Registrar-General’s words it ‘may be pointed out 
that attached to various minor Synagogues and Chevras are sick clubs. The 
Chevra Mikrah is one example of this, and the Plotzkar Synagogue is 
another, 

One of the most vital matters alfeeting the future of Friendly Societies 
is the question of their solvency. By this 1 do not mean their actual 
solvency at the present moment, but the possibility of their remaining 
solvent if the present rate of expenditure is maintained, or rather if the 
sickness and death payments that will have to be faced some day or other 
among the existing members, are all met. 

‘* How do the Jewish societies stand in this respect,’ I asked the 
Registrar General. 

‘** Not badly,’ was the reply, * they are, as a rule, too young to have 
already got into a state of prospective insolvency.”’ 

It is likely, however, that some members of Jewish Friendly Societies 
may not altogether share this optimistic view. I believe there are gentle- 
men who regard the financial situation of even the bulk of these bodies as 
being exceedingly unfavourable, just as there are some who hold strongly 
that the banding together of foreign Jews from the same town 
into a Friendly Society tends to withdraw them from the influence of English 
Associations, to contirm their foreign prejudices or peculiarities and to retard 
the necessary Anglicisation. But admitting even the worst view of the 
financial position, the Jewish Socicties have nothing to fear from comparison 
with the Gentile ones, many of whose finances are notoriously in a helplessly 
unsatisfactory condition. 

‘*Do you meet with any difficulties from the Jewish Friendly Societies ? ' 
1 asked the Registrar-General. 

‘**No! none whatever,’’ was the quick response. ‘** They are very good. 
Some of the Secretaries are, of course, foreigners and «a little unaccustomed 
to such things as statistics. But beyond that I have no fault whatever to 
find with the Jewish Friendly Societies.”’ 

The Registrar-General was very emphatic in his approval of Jewish 
thrift and care for the future es evidenced hy the spread of the Friendly 
Society system among them. It would be interesting to know what are the 
numbers of the Jewish members of Friendly Societies. Some would place the 
figure at 10,000 and more; and when one remembers the extent to which the 
system has been adopted, and the Jewish Courts of the great general Orders 

that exist, the number certainly does not appear to be excessive, 


Some Statistical and Other Details. 
FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT, | 

The Jewish mutual benefit societies, whose doings are not regarded as 
an integral part of communal activity, and which are viewed with the 
utmost indifference by the non-member of the one or other order, form 
together the great foree, in pusse, existing in the Anglo-Jewish community, 
That they are at present a seattered force instead of being united, is 
characteristic of the general communal appreciation of the benefit of wide- 
spread organised effort. In the last two years a better understanding of 
the utility’ of general co-operation has prevailed in the cireles that 
govern these bodies. While the attempt to maintain a ‘‘ Friendly Societies 
Magazine" has failed, the attitude of the Burial Society of the 
United Synagogue, in raising the charge for burials, has been met 
by a call for a conference, for the devising of a scheme of common 
action. The question at issue does not concern the ' writer, but 
the combination he regards as valuable. It is, however, not the purpose 
of this article to read the societies a lecture, but rather to indicate in these 
few words the latent force reposing in those bodies whose prime object is

mutual benefit, the provision of an income for the worker in time of sje!

The majority of the societics are of an identical type, they are rey 
tered under the Friendly Societies’ Acts from I8f5 to 1892, and their ru}, 
are based on a common pattern, an average of contribution according to ay 
beginning at 18 (unless juveniles) and closing, in the best, at 40. The ti: 
contribution is divided, proportionately to the different funds; inthe case . 
orders part. ol the sum, venerally the larger proportion of the mon. 
allocated to the Death Fund is paid into the central fund of the orde 
and «a balance is set aside for reserve. The average of henefit vari 
considerably, even where the contribution does not differ to any apprecial 
extent. 

A distinet type, however, is the ** Tontine ” and Divisional Society, whi, 
divide the surplus on the year's working between the members, after settiy 
aside a certain proportion as a reserve towards meeting claims. The o!

and the Editor of the ** Year Book’ had evidently no means at his disposal 
for tracing the newer organisations. The ‘figures here given, however, 
cover a wider. range, except in the case of the Provinces,-in which the 
writer has been largely dependent upon the afore-mentioned authority. 
For the Metropolis the ** Year Book" gives only 160 societies, of which 
six are dead, The tables prepared by the writer are independent of new 
bodies in outlying districts, which are estimated in the general total.

A few weeks ago the Board of Management of the Montetiore Home

GERMANY. 

A handsome monument of polished Norwegian granite has been placed 
over the graves, in the Schonhauser-Allee Jewish Cemetery, Berlin, of the 
distinguished Parliamentarians, Lasker and Bamberger. On « large bronze 
tablet are engraved the words: ‘* Here rest in death united, they who in 
life laboured together for Germany's unity and freedom.”’

Extortionate Usury. 


Mr. Thomas Farrow, who has so long agitated against extortionate 
usurers, addressed on Monday of last week a letter to the Chief Rabbi on 
the subject. While pointing out that he knew that the doings of such men 
did not meet with the approval of the better class of Jews, Mr. Farrow 
suggested that the Chief Rabbi should issue a manifesto denouncing their 
practices. The mere exclusion from the synagogue of a particular usurer, 
as in the ease of Isaac Gordon, was obviously not a suflicient deterrent. 
Mr. Farrow said that he felt confident that his proposal to compel money- 
lenders to trade in their own names only would meet with the Chief 
Rebbi's support. Mr. Farrow also stated that he could produce a handbill 
which had been printed by a victim for distribution urging the expulsion 
from the country of every Jewish usurer. Something, he was convinced, 
must be done, and he trusted that he might be favoured with the Chief 
Rabbi's powerful support. 

To this letter the Chief Rabbi has replied, through his Secretary, that 
every respectable member of the Jewish community detested the evil practice 
of usury, and welcomed the efforts made by public opinion and legislation 
to check and SUpPpPress the odious trade. He does not, however, think it 
necessary to adopt Mr. Farrow’s suggestion of issuing a manifesto on the 
subject, as both he and his ministers denounce this and every breach of 
the divine law of honesty and mercy in their sermons and other public 
addresses.

He 
hoped that there would be oa large accession of voluntary teachers. The 
Classes, the new session of which commenved that evening, had been estab- 
lished for the purpose of training ladies mal ventlemen who were willing tao 
give up some of their spare time to teach Hebrew, Seripture and Religion 
in Board Sehools, The work before them was not altoyvether Cusyv. It 
required thought. Especially was it necessary for them to be thoroughly 
conversant with their work when teaching infants. Children could 
intuitively recognise whether the teacher really knew. his work. Nothing 
was amore unsatisfactory for a teacher than to he a ‘slave of the book. _ 
to have his eyes for ever glued to the book he was teaching. They must try 
to learn to know their Bible well, to obtain a better knowledge of. and 
insight into it, to love it for its own sake, to try to understand it. 
with lessons as with sermons, It was no tse to use hard words. The ideas 
placed before the children must be simple, clothed in simple language. 
said a Congrecant to a preacher who had heen somewhat obscure and 
confused in his discourse, ** | came here to derive profit. But it was no 
goml. Idid not understand you.” “If | have not. preached a good sermon: 
to you,’ answered the preacher with tears in his you have 
preached a good sermon to He could not sufficiently impress 
upon them the paramount necessity — of being aus Clear, as 
explicit, as intelligible as possible. He had heard many stupid 
answers given by children to ,the simplest questions on Religion 
and Seripture, Some of these answers were doubtless funny. but there 
was nothing really humorous in it when one considered that these 
unswers were not given to questions of trivial import, but involved 
matters literally of life and death. And these gross mistakes had arisen 
solely because the teacher had failed to make himself clear. ‘He had not 
been angry with the children, It was not always their fanit. He sympa- 
thised rather with the Headmaster who, when a teacher complained that a 
hoy had been disrespectful to him, and asked his advice answered: ** Flog 
his father.”’ Yes. Flog the teacher (morally, of course), rather than the 
child. Happily every opportunity was afforded them by the lectures given 
by Mr. Adamson, of King’s College, on ** The Methods of Teaching,’’ 
of learning how to impart the knowledge which they had 
pained, in a thoroughly usefnl manner. They could also do mach 
worse than .go occasionally to a. Talmud Torah Sehool, or to a 
Cheder. There was much that needed correction in some of the methods ol 
teaching adopted in some Talmud Torah Schools and Chederim, but the 
children attending them were always found to be wonderfully alert and 
attentive. It wasa great gift, the power to interest. Whence cameit? It was 
because the teachers in the Talmud Torah Schools were really in carnest

It was not suflicient 
for them to teach their pupils to know the tenets and observances of 
Judaism. They should try to fill their pupils not alone with the knowledge 
of these tenets, but also with a love for them and a desire to keep them 
with devotion, intelligence and sincerity. They should rouse in the 
children’s minds the desire to remain true to the religion of 
their fathers, not from habit, not from superstition, but from convietion 
and affection. He was pleased to hear from Mr. Feldman that 
his text-books were principally the Bible and the Praver-Book. 
Familiarity with these was an absolute necessity. In teaching Hebrew 
and Scripture the idea uppermost in the teacher's mind should be 
the inestimable privilege of moulding and developing character, nay, 
more than that, of moulding the destiny of future generations. ) 
should be made subservient to ethics and morality. The moral kernel, the 
Bible lesson, the Bible truth, must be got at. Again, in teaching the 
Sabbath and Festivals the moral teaching must be emphasised. The Passover 
taught freedom and its blessings.

The volume is still farther enriched by a valuable and erudite introdue- 
tion from Dr. Gaster's pen, Which Is an bnportant contribution to our 
knowledge of the origin and growth of the Sephardi Prayer Book. Notwith- 
+ inding the great authority of Zanz, Dr. Gaster is of opinion that the Spanish 
liturgy is fundamentally of Palestinian origin. Zunz's difficulty in accepting 
the Palestinian source of the Spanish Ritual because of the absence of 
Kalir’s Poe therefrom which are ubtedly Palestinian origin 
in the light of later The Prayer Book had been 
planted in Spain before Kalir’s time. The reeently unearthed Yemen ritual, 
Which is clearly it Palestinian olf-shoot, Us, neverthel ss, quite innocent ol 
Kalirisms,.”’ ‘One ol the first to compile an order of prayer Was the Gaon 
Saudia, who merely eollected the most accurate versions of the authorised 
pravers, to which he added a few of his own composition, The next to 
exercise a far-reaching influence on the structure and development of the 
Spanish Minhag was Maimonides, whose Order of Prayers was fundamentally 
adopted by all the communities which acknowledged — his authority. 
Local colouring was still affeeted by individual congregations, but 
the framework of the liturgies in use among Spanish Jews was 
the one drawn up in the ** Yad Hachezakah.”’ Though the ceneral character 
of the Spanish ritual had become fixed about the thirteenth century, con- 
siderable variations subsisted among isolated Uses’ (Minhagim) ; yet all 
agreed in their differing from the Franco-German ritual in several signiti- 
cant points: (1) the absence of Kalir’s poems ; (2) the absence ol the Yekum 
Purkan : (3) differences in the Hoshaanoth ; and (4) the introduction in the 
Kippur service of poems by Abitur, Giat, Jehuda Hallevi, Ibn Gabirol, and 
the two Ibn Ezras. A comparison of different ‘‘Uses’’ of the Spanish 
communities reveals the remarkable fact that the liturgy of Catalonia, 
though belonging to Spain, approximates more closely to that 
of the: Provence, -of ‘Sicily, Majorea, Algiers, Oran andl unis, 
whereas the true Caslilian ‘* Minhag’’ has a_ nearer aflinity 
to «that of Tripoli, Fez, Kgypt Syria. For a long 
lime the apparently total disappearance of the original 
Inanuseript Prayer Books rendered the task of re-constructing the ol 
Castillian ‘Use’! very diflicult, but a generous gift to Dr. Gaster by Mr. 
Isach Hassan of an Oran manuscript Prayer Book some five years ago greatly 
helped to fill up the void. The Oran’ manuseript, which from internal 
evidence is about 600 vears old, proved to he the ‘*missine link, and then

Five and twenty years later a new edition 
of the text, whieh had been revised with great eare and consummate 
knowledge, together with a new translation based upon that of Levi, was 
published by the Rev. D. A. de Sola, in five volumes. New type cut accor- 
ding to the editor's jinstruetions was used for .this edition, which has

Dr. Gaster has, on the whole, been niggardly of change. Apart from his 
revision of thetext amd translation, his alterations have been chiefly in the

Very few lapses 
are discoverable in Dr. Gaster’s translation; but the expression ‘* hurt 
thee, on p. 79, fourteen lines from the bottom, is clearly superfluous, and 
the translation of WPS", * sanctify’ us, p. 126, three lines from the top, 
ismanifestly a slip for ‘tsatisfy us.

Simchas. Torah. This part of the proceedings has been relegated 
to the neighbouring Stepney Jewish Schools, where the distribution 


is made in an orderly manner by a number of the younger members of the 
congregation, under the direction of the honorary officers. Thanks to the 
kindness of Messrs. W. and G. Baszard, of Oxford Street, and Messrs. Clarke, 
Nickolls and Coombe, of Hackney Wick, who sent gifts of sweets, the children 
had every reason to be grateful for the quality and quantity of the con- 
fectionery with which they were regaled. 


But to return to the Congregational Reception, which was 
held after the Minecha Service, between the hours of two and 


six. Notwithstanding the inclemency of the weather, a large number 
of congregants attended to do honour to the heroes of the day, and the 
Vestry Room presented an animated and festive appearance throughout the 
whole afternoon. The guests were received by the Honorary Officers, Messrs. 
David Moses and Henry Harris, and the Rey. J. F. Stern, the popular 
minister of the congregation.

‘It is a poor heart that never rejoices,’’ and the East End, the foreign- 
born element in particular, ** lets itself go’ on Simchas Torah. The in-door. 
at home, rejoicing is not particularly eXhilarating. The Jew is, after all, 
little of the epicure, even though he likes vsoml things ; his means are scanty, 
and a few lighted candles, a white table-cloth, the Kiddush, Chalas, and a 
bottle of wine or spirits, and some cake, come near the total of an average 
festivity. Simchas Torah, however, is the feast of the synagogue as well as 
of the Law. And it is in the synagogue that the poor Jew rejoices. 

Modern ideas of decorum do not run on all-fours with sheer human joy in 
the synagogue, but ‘* who can prove that decorum is the best expression of 
religious devotion?”’ Soa friend put it to the writer as we stood in the 
Machsike Hadas Synagogue in Brick Lane on Simchas Torah evening. 

All the roads converging towards synagogues had been filled with Jews 
hurrying to Shool. Streams of children were near every place of worship 
that we passed, but the Machsike Hadas is the least affected by modern 
ideas, of all big East End congregations, and so we sought its hospitable 
shelter, in no wiy objected to by the poleeman at the door. The huge 
building was already full, and we had to pass through the dark Beth Hame 
drash, whose inner Windows were open on to the main building, so that those 
itl it could be counted part of the veneral congregation, 

All was hubbab and confusion, picturesyuely so. Boys had taken pos 
session of the platform amd the stairs leach 7? tO Che Ark, boys were in foree 
in the front rows, and clustered round the Almemmar, now and then a green 
or red paper flag on a willow-twig was waved aloft, and a good-humoured 
joke passed the length of a bench. Some few worshippers tot lly ignored 
this. They stood with their faces to the wall and, holding fast by their 
book-rests, shook and prayed unceasingly. Onee the Guardian of the Law 

not the Chosan Torah—had to enter, but the purpose was not clear to us 
ensconced in a corner. 

Suddenly the bustle pave Way to a measured clapping of hands, and a 
chant as wild as that of a Dervish and with its own peculiar rhythm was 
heard. It was the greeting to the Rav, who walked quietly, his patriarchal 
ieee aglow with life, at the head ol the procession that escorted him te his 
seat. It was an outburst of sheer human pleasure, and was quickly followed 
by the reading of the evening services. There was nothing noteworthy in 
the Chazonouth, the intonation was quiet, but now and then it leapt up into 
that wild eadence, but speedily fell again to the normal plain reading. 

At Atto Horiso one of the old customs came into force. The Shammas 
took possession of the Almemmar, and with a heart-shaped leather-covered 
Kiopper kept silence, and regulated the bidding for the right to intone 
fiais prayer. First he began with an offer for two shillings for the first 


verse, and it was finally sold for seven shillings. But he went on heedless 
of the passage of time until it appeared that a syndicate had been formed 
which had established ** a corner’’ in Mitzvahs. So, at least, it seemed to the 
writer from the whispering and messages that passed up and down. However, 
whosoever bought the Mitzvah was most generous, for the Rav was called 
up and read the first two verses, the congregation following gravely. This 
alternation from gay to grave, and from grave to gay, was remarkable, the 
congregation exhilarated in expressing itself in the proper mood for the 
moment. The rest of the prayer was evidently diyided amongst the most 
pious of the congregation, for the mere congregant seemed most satisfied 
with the results, 

The customary circuits followed. The boys still held the staircase and 
the Ark front, and the Serolls were handed down over their heads; but 
beyond the number of ordinary Scrolls there were some fine ones, containing 
Haftarahs only, or Megilloth,: and these fell to the lét of chosen lads. 
There was no pomp of silver breastplates or bells, but that was a matter that 
concerned none of the worshippers. The procession formed, the Chazan 
leading, the bearers behind, then the lads with the thinner Serolls, behind 
them a bearer of a blne and white silk bannerette, followed by a motley pro- 
eession of children waving paper flags. 

The flags, from the muprint, were directly imported from Russia, and a 
collection of them would probably be worth a round sum to the collectors of 
such curios, for the writer examined one and found it to be printed from the 
type of rude woodcuts which inarks the earliest days of illustrative processes. 
There was David, Aaron, Moses, Solomon and all others who had * rejoiced 
in the Law,”’ and on the other either the ** coat of arms’ of Israel or of 
Judah, or the Biblical-types of one of the Tribes. The procession was even 
joined inh hy ret) carrying youngsters, three to five years old, waving their 
little flags, and every. now and then the plain chant cave way to the 
wild outburst .of jov. There was no dancing: with the Serotls, but a 
leisured jovous movement, and over all Wis the light of joy, pleasure and 
satisfaction. 

The changing of bearers protracted the cireuits, but no one was in a 
hurry to be done, and the services lasted well over two hours, ~ 

Some visitors would, no doubt, have detected the uncouth Vin the 
Simcha of the congregation; the writer saw the hbizerre. Training might 
have given this congregation a dozen more subtle methods of exhibiting joy, 
but it was in no wise worried with these ideas, it was humanly happy in the 
synagogue, Which is the home of the Father, and they were, young and old, 
as gleeful, as simply cheerful and as unreserved in manners as children at 
home when company manners are not require dl, Had they eaten, drunk, and 
eracked jokes aloftd the writer would not have been surprised, he would pot 
have been shocked, the itimosphere was that of the natural man, aml onee 
in a while it is well to feel with the eruder sentiments of the natural man.

Whi : Because | found there a true Jewish 
home with a Jewish atmosphere. The principles of Jewrsh life are des- 
cribed by our teachers as eonsisting of rah, Abodah and Gemiluth 
(‘hliassad The Rev. Samnel Moaretis Gollunez was true to these principles 
throughout his life. From his earliest youth he was trained in the study of 
the Torah, ineluding Talmud. Among his teachers were two Rabbis famous 


both for learning and piety, R. Akiba Ever and R. Israel Lipschitz. They 
inspired. him with the love of Torah and taught him to respect learnedness 
and to appreciate their learning : in preetising this virtue, he was a good 
example to his children, for the education of whom he spared no sacrifice. 
He himself continued the studyv-of the Talmud as. much as his. official 
duties allowed him, He wos a regular attendant at the Talmud 
Readings of the Shass Chevra presided over by the late Chief Rabbi. 
As a Reader in the Hambre’ Synagogue he performed his duties with love 
and devotion. It is true we cannot see into the hearts of men, but there 
are otfen some itpon of wh i! is on in the heart of our fellowmen, 
and whoever heard him in the synagogue must. have felt that there was 
piety and fear of the Lord in the Reader's héart. He read not merely as 
an otlicer of the synagogue, bat as a Jew, as a humble petitioner standing 
before the Almighty. This 7 AXY filled his heart whenever he performed 
a religious duty, whether publie or private. Gemiluth Chassadim was 
practised by him, we may say, with all his heart, with all his soul, and 
with all his might. With his limited means he assisted many a poor man, 
and divided his bread with the hungry. No trouble, nor exertion, was too 
much for him when relief had to procured for the needy; the poor were as 
it were {793 "33, and the despairing stranger was cheered up and refreshed, 
The example was. eagerly followed by every member of the family. Thus he 
acquired a crown of which the Mishnah says it is in value far above the 
crown of learning, of priesthood, or royalty; the crown of a good name, 
which is not destroyed by death; it lives for ever. Our Sages say: The 
righteous are not in need of memorial tablets, their righteous deeds speak 
for themselves, It is true they are not in need of stone monuments; but 
we desire, following the impulse of our heart overflowing with love and 
gratitude, to commemorate our appreciation of their merits, not only to those 
who live with us, but also to those who come after us. In this sense I read

A Novel’ by Miss Gertrude Gordon

The Case and the Cure, by GEertTRUDE GORDON (Sands and Co.). 
Tut publication of a story by the sister of Mr. Samuel Gordon, the wel! 


known novelist, is naturally an 
event of some interest, especially 
to Jewish readers; and we have 
no reason to be disappointed by 
Case and the Cure,’ Miss 
Gertrude Gordon's first literary 
venture. The tale is, indeed, a 
stight and unambitious one, but 
it is pJeasantly and brightly 
written. The story is coneerned 
with the of Letty 
Watkins and her sister Vi, the 
wife of the Duke of Chelterly. 
Letty is courted hy Johnny 
Miles, a well-meaning if some- 
what ineffectual young noble- 
man, who is im need of money, 
but who in deciding to propose 
to Letty, a lady who has great 
personal attractions as well as 
the prospect of enormous wealth, 
is influenced by love for her 
rather than for her fortune. 
lle proposes to Letty ana has 
reason to believe that’ his love 
will be retarned, but meanwhile 
her sister Vi, who has not lived 
happily with her husband, a 
man considerably older than 
herself, has entered into 4 
dangerous flirtation with a Captain Lamb, and is on the point of running 
away with him. Letty discovering this, resolves to sacrifice her own hapy) 
ness for her sister's honour, by drawing the Captain away from his 
connection with her sister, to propose to herself, As he has no objection 
to respectability coupled with a large fortune, Captain Lamb falls in with her 
plan with great promptitude, and Vi returns puzzled and annoyed to her 
husband, whom she presently nurses through his last illness. It may not. 
perhaps, be hypercritical to observe that the Captain is a ** bounder”’ (:s 
Lord Miles justly describes him) of so pronounced a type that Letty’s 
action appears somewhat Quixotic, especially as she means to carry it to the 
point of marrying him, It is, however, needless to say that things do not 
come to this. Vi on learning the true reason of her sister’s conduct 
determines to save her, and the publication of the report that Mr. 
Watkins, senior, has ‘‘smashed,’’ naturally causes the Captain to retire 
from the scene, while Lord Miles, who after his disappointment had 
taken the laudable step of earning his living, comes up again to marry 
Letty. There are some very slight defects in style in the novel, and the 
dialogue is in parts a little commonplace and sentimental; but these faults 
may be confidently expected not to recur in the later work of an authoress 
whose first venture is distinctly amusing and readable. L. §

Ottley’s Short History of the Hebrews."’ 

present short history,’ says Mr. R. L, Ottley, “is an attempt to 
furnish teachers on students of the Old Testament with a sketch of the 
actual course of Hebrew history, somewhat more consistent with the present 
state of our knowledge than the text-books now in use.’’ Such a book was 
inevitable, and Mr, Ottley was very well-qualified to undertake it. He is 
under the influence of Kittel, than whom there is at present no safer guide. 
Mr. Ottley starts, therefore, with a statement of the Hebrew traditions 


regarding the patriarchial and nomadic stages of Israel's history. His 
method is to accept the ancient tradition ‘‘ for what it is worth,’’ and to 


avoid two mistakes, of which it is hard to say which is the more serious. 
These mistakes are, according to Mr. Ottley : ‘* To maintain, in face of the 
analogy presented by the early history of other nations, that the vivid 
narratives of the Pentateuch are literally, and in all their details, true to 
fact ; or to assert that if they are not in the strict sense historical, they 
are therefore destitate of moral and spiritual value.” 

Mr. Ottley, in his prefatory remarks, informs his readers that he has 
not thought it desirable to make special reference to points of Old Testa- 
ment theology. ‘' For practical purposes, the study of Hebrew religion may 
he well kept distinct from that of Hebrew history.’’ This is to a certain 
extent true, but that-it is not a working plan is shown by the fact that Mr, 
Ottley often recurs to theological questions. This is noteworthy already 
on page ten, where the story of the Fall is discussed. This discrepancy 
between the plan and its execution is altogether for good. An admirable 
instance is presented by the remarks on Deuteronomy (p. 210). There is 
very much valuable information in the volume, apart from the historical 
sketch. Thus, in describing the conquest of Canaan by Joshua, Mr. Ottley 


sives a capital summary of the geographical features of the country. The 
appendices are also valuable, especially the chronological tables. Mr. 


(Mtley continues his history through the Maccabzean to the Roman period. 
lle does not hold, as so many Christian theologians do, that the story ends 
with the burning of the Temple and the triamph of Christianity over pagan 
Rome. It is worth citing his final paragraph : 
Nhe fall of Jerusalem was not the last act in ** The Hebrew Tragedy.’’ A complete 
tory of Judaism would have to tell. of all that the Jews were made to suffer during 
Middle Ages, of all that to the shame of Christainity they endure in certain parts of 
hurope to this day.

The Jacobson School at Seesen. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 

A somewhat unique festivity was celebrated last week at Seesen in the 
Harz Mountains, the occasion being the centenary of the Jacobson School, 
founded a hundred years ago by Herr Israel Jacobson. The school has 
always been as much for Jews as Christians, both religions being taught, 
and whilst there have been masters professing both faiths, there has always 
been religious tolerance on each side. The entire town was decorated from 
the 25th to the 27th of September, and there was a great reunion of pupils 
past and present, old men of sixty, seventy, eighty and even one of ninety, 
being reckoned amongst the ‘old boys”’ attending the celebrations, which 
opened with a great torchlight procession. On the 26th, proceedings com- 
menced with a service in the Temple built in 1819 by Israel Jacobson, the 
founder ; this was followed by speeches in the great gymnasium, which was 
crowded, After the speech of welcome by the Curator, grandson of the 
founder, Dr. Philippson spoke, and he was followed by civie authorities and 
the representatives of Jewish and other schools. A play specially written 
for the occasion by Dr. Jahn, a former teacher, was performed ; there was 
also a great social reunion, and on the third day the guests repaired to the 
Harz Mountains. Some forty thousand marks have been added to the school 
funds in celebration of the occasion. 


Major Matthew Nathan.—Under the heading of ‘‘An Israelite in 
(ilice,’’ the current issue (Birthday Number) of the Free Lance has the 
following appreciative notice of Major Matthew Nathan, C.M.G.: Major 
Nathan, who succeeded Sir Francis Hodgson as Governor of the Gold 
Coust, is the youngest Governor in the service, and is yet more unique in 
being the only Jew holding such honours.

The words contained in to-morrow’s Haphtarah, addressed 
by the Almighty to Joshua after the death of Moses, form an appeal to each 
and every Israelite in every age and country, who is not.ashamed of his 
religiqus creed, and is true to the Banner of his Faith. ‘Only be thou 
very firm and courageous. to observe to do according to all the law which 
Moses my servant commanded thee; turn not. from it to the right’ hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper whithersoever thou goest. This book 
of the law shall not depart out of thy mouth, but thou shalt’ meditate 
therein day and night, that thou mayest observe to do according toall that 
is written therein, for then shalt thou make thy way prosperous, and then 
shalt thou be successful!’

importance even in religious observance) are swept away, the better for 
Jews and the better for the world, we must consider it an unwarrantable 
assumption on the part of those coreligionists of ours who. on OCCASLONS, 
even hide their Jewish origin, except when policy demands its publication, 
to call themselves members of the Jowish Faith. 

As Jews have in the past, tnuder (ioc, been the eustodians of Judaism. 
so, If Judaism is to live ol, there must be no Jews without Judaism. Jews 
must rise to the occasion; and the greater the difliculty of Jewish obser- 
vance, the more fascinating the temptation to draw those born and reared

Vienna. He had also been informed by that gentleman that Dr. Landau’s 
religious and moral character is unexceptionable. The Haham, Dr. Gaster, 
wrote as follows: ‘* B. Balaban, Esq. Dear Sir,—I have much pleasure in 
stating that I know Dr. Landau to be a foremost Hebrew scholar, a powerful 
speaker, aun upright man and an enthusiastic worker: a man of character 
amd of high spiritual aspirations. I would congratulate the congregation 
which would have the good fortune to secure his services as Rabbi.—Yours 
faithfully, M. Gaster.”’ These, and other testimonials produced in Dr, 
Landau’s support, were received with great satisfaction, and read out 
amidst enthusiastic applause. Shortly after the result of the election was 
made known, the newly-elected Minister was escorted into the meeting 
room. Direetly he made his appearance he received a hearty weleome 
from all present, who thus sighified their confidence in the Committee's 
recommendation and their own pleasure at the result. Dr. Landau returned 
thanks in a few words, adding that at a later period he would speak more 
fully on the subject. A vote of thanks to the Chairman concluded the 
proceedings. During the evening contributions towards the Minister's 
Fund were voluntarily made to the amount of over £50. Dr. Landau and a 
few members of the Committee .were afterwards entertained at) supper 
by one of the Trustees of the Synagogue. 

Rabbiner Dr. Judah Leo Landan is thirty-four years of age, and was 
born at Lemberg (Galicia). He is descended from an old Rabbinieal stock. 
Asa young man he published several dramatic and scientific works, and has also 
contributed articles and essays to continental magazines. Entering Vienna 
University at the age of twenty-seven Dr. Landau obtained his degree 
as Doetor of Philosophy, continuing his religious studies at the 
Vienna Seminary. Here he obtained his Rabbinical diploma, becoming Rabbi 
to one of the Vienna congregations. Dr. Landau is an earnest Zionist, and 
coming to London as a delegate to the last Congress, has since remained in 
England, He has addressed many Zionist meetings in London and the 
provinees, besides preaching in various synagogues. A young man, he is of 
a quite different type to the average Continental ** Rav,” and, whilst of 
orthodox views in religion, does not despise modern ideas. Preaching at 
present in German and Jiidisch-Deutseh, Dr, Landau is rapidly acquiring a 
command of the English language. One hopes he will soon use the latter 
tongue as the medium of his thoughts and services, and thus render them all 
the more valued by our coreligionists in Manchester, 


A Jewish Lecture to a Christian Audience. 

On Tuesday evening, the Ist inst., by invitation of the Manchester 
Sunday School Union, Mr. M,. de Sabbatai Vivante (a prominent member of 
the Sephardie Congregation), delivered a lecture to the members of the 
Union, entitled ** Jewish Customs of the Present Day.” Mr. Vivante 
lectured on the subject some time ago, with such suecess, that the Com- 
mittee of the Union requested him to repeat his lecture at the Culeheth 
Schools, Newton Heath, near Manchester. The Rev. W. D. Bembridge 
presided over a large audience, who listened with great interest and atten- 
tion, frequently interrupted by loud applause, to the leeture which was 
illustrated by lantern views. Mr. Vivante gave vivid descriptions of the 
leading Jewish ceremonies and customs. He described the family life of 
the Jews, showing how even the poorest of them finds satisfaction in culti- 
vating virtue and morality, and also showed his auditors how the principal 
festivals, such as Passover, New Year and Tabernacles, are observed; and 
with what symbols these are associated. Translations of various Hebrew 
prayers were also read, and an explanation of the Dietary Laws was also 
viven. In eonelusion, the lecturer showed how Judaism was designed 
to teach its followers to do their duty both to God~ and 
man, by striving to attain Ideal Perfection. Thus the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man would in time be brought 
about and aeknowledged all over the world.—(Cheers), Mr. Walker 
proposed, and Councillor Trevor seconded, a vote of thanks to Mr. Vivante 
for his lucid and interesting address, which~was most heartily received, 
both these gentlemen spoke in high terms of the excellence of the lecture. 
Councillor Trevor remarked that until that night he had had no conception 
at allof the spiritual beauty of Judaism as exemplified in its ceremonies, 
Other Christian gentleman spoke in similar laudatory terms, and Mr, 
Vivante, in replying to the vote of thanks, expressed his satisfaction at 
being present that evening.

At the October monthly meeting of the Manchester Jewish Board of 
Guardians (Mr. Rex D, Cohen in the chair), it was reported that during 
the month of September 114 cases were relieved at a cost of £79 5s., 
against 184 eases at a cost of £62 19s. 3d. in 1900, Sixty-one loans for 


£120" were’ granted, as against 60 for L421. Forty-eight home eases were 
treated by the medieal officer, who made 156 visits. One death occurred— 
child, two weeks, bronchitis. Patients were suffering mostly from colds, 
There were two cases sent into hospital—both suffered from searlet 
fever.

Many of the Jewish Unions are, owing to the state of unemployment, 
face to face with a serious situation. Almost everywhere is to be heard the 
ery of many members being thereby unable to pay their dues, and member- 
ship decreasing in number. No wonder, that in the absence of capable 
leadership, the old-fashioned remedy of calling public meetings should alone 
he resorted to, notwithstanding the conviction gaining ground more and 
more, that such meetings, with rare exceptions, are barren of the the desired 
results. To give an appropriate instance; Early this year, Il reported a 
public meeting convened hy the Independent Cabinent Makers’ Society, at 
Which Mr, O'Grady, the organiser of the Alliance Cabinet Makers’ 
Association—a powerful organisation—counselled the amalgamation of all the 
Unions, with a view of prey lrg invulnerable to any attacks on their working 
conditions, This excellent advice was, however, not acted on by the 
Independent Society. So that on Saturday last, the same Society held a 
similar meeting with the same object in view, addressed by similar speakers 
saying practically the same things, which leads one to the conclusion that 
the meeting is destined to turn ont as fruitless as its predecessor. The 
only novel features of the meeting were the absence of either Mr. O'Grady 
or his sensible talk, and the different meeting-place, No. 4, Wilkes Street, 
the Secieties exclusive holding. 

But there is no effect without cause, and the obstinate attitude of the 
Independent Society on the question of amalgamation, can easily be accounted 
for. Here it is necessary to pay a tribute to the Jewish Cabinet Makers, 
who are probably the oldest Jewish Trade Unionists in London, The now 
historie Hebrew Cabinet Makers Association dates back to 1886-7. In 1890- 
1-02, that society was one of the most active and best-organised Unions, 
The Alliance Cabinet Makers Association having frequently come to its 


assistance, an amicable feeling grew up and developed, culminating in’ 


in the Hebrew Association joining the Alliance as a branch. The 
members of the latter, like all the English organisations, pay a higher con- 
tribution, and receive in return exténsive benefits in the shape of sick and 
out-of-work, tools insurance, travelling and. funeral, in addition to strike 
and lock-out benefits. The-Hebrew branch, on joining, placed at the dis- 
posal of the Alliance Association a sum of £40, which relieved the branch 
members for a whole year from paying a levy of 6d. per week then in pro- 
gress, raised with the object of increasing the general funds. After a 
vear or so a small number of members began to object to the payment of the 
levy and other trivialities, and seceding from the Hebrew. branch formed 
the Independent Society, thereby rendering effective organisation impos- 
sible, and bringing discredit upon Jewish Trade Unions generally. The 
Alliance Association had however creditably continued extending help 
to the Jewish cabinet makers now divided. In 186, when the struggle 
against piece work commenced in dead earnest, the Allianee Association paid 
out to the members of the Independent Society over £554 in strike pay, and 
L161 for Jewish picketing expenses. Its own members have also received 
about £800in strike pay. The struggle resulted in the substitution of hour 
work for piece work, and a comparative rise of wages. But members of the 
Independent Society, like our ancestors in the Desert, longing for the 
fleshpots of Egypt, are constantly harking back to the piece work system 
universally condemned by intelligent workers. Thoughtful and experienced 
Trade Unionists consider that the remedy for the present state of things 
lies in the complete junction of forces, and in submitting to the able 
and practical leadership of an organisation like the Alliance Cabinet Makers’ 
Association,
